The charges held that McVay's 
"negligence" in directing the 
In- 


dianapolis just before the disaster 
resulted in "suffering a vessel of 
the Navy to be hazarded." 


The captain, Naval officer for 26 
years, was alleged to have 
"ne- 


glected and failed" to order the 
cruiser to pursue a zig-zag course 
in waters where enemy submarines 
might have been ecountered. 


Of the 1,196 officers and 
men 
aboard the Indianapolis when she 
went down, 880 have been listed 
by the Navy as lost, he remain- 
der suffered injuries or 
exposure. 
lit was five days after the disaster 
before the survivors were picked 
up.

Navy's 
charges 
against 
McVay concerned only details in- 
volved in the actual sinking of the 
ship and the course it pursued. He 
was not blamed for events which 
occurred after the men were in 
the water or the lack- of an. escort 
for the cruiser, which was

-; \. Telephone service for those 


waiting Is first goal of 
9140,000,000 prelect 


The postwar telephone construction and 


improvement program already has started. It is a 
$140,000,000 program designed, first, to catch up 
with the demand for service, and second, to pro- 
vide telephone users with the most adequate and 
modern service possible in the years ahead. 


Service for waiting applicants 
We are making thousands of new telephones, hun- 
dreds of miles of cable and wire, and equipment to 
expand scores of central offices. As facilities become 
available, we are putting in telephones in proper 
turn for those waiting. 


New telephone instruments are being installed 


as rapidly as they arc delivered, and by the first of 
the year—or shortly thereafter—we shall be able 
to furnish service for those waiting in neighbor- 
hoods where there already is enough central office 
equipment and cable to connect their telephones. 


The slower; more complicated job of building 


and installing central office equipment, in the many 
towns where it is needed, is being pushed. A lot of 
progress will be made by the middle of 1946, and 
most of this job should be completed by the end of 
the year, 


Service will be even better 
Wh,en waiting customers have been served, the job 
of expanding the telephone system to provide the 
kind and, amount of service people want will get 
int9 full swing. These include individual lines <m4 
residence extensions. More equipment and the 
most modern devices also will be added. 


Hundreds of miles of long distance lines will be 


placed in underground cable, and steps will be 
taken to introduce in some places a system by 
which operators can dial telephones in distant 
cities. 


In the next five years, we plan to install 165,000 


new rural telephones, more than doubling the num- 
ber of farm telephones in this territory. 


The conversion of telephone exchanges from 


manual to dial telephones will be resumed. 


Mobile radiotelephoning — whereby drivers of 


busses, trucks, and automobiles can talk through, 
the central telephone system—will be developed, 


Hpw much? Hew long? 
Besides the $140,000,000 for special construction 
and improvement, another $100,pOO,000 will be 
spent for the normal growth of the business. Sev- 
eral years will be required to complete the entire

glected and failed" to order the 
cruiser to pursue a zig-zag course 
in waters where enemy submarines 
might have been ecountered. 


Of the 1,196 officers and

aboard the Indianapolis when she 
went down, 880 have been listed 
by the Navy as lost, he remain- 
der suffered injuries or 
exposure. 
lit was five days after the disaster 
before the survivors were picked 
up.

McVay concerned only details in- 
volved in the actual sinking of the 
ship and the course it pursued. He 
was not blamed for events which 
occurred after the men were in

Telephone service for those 


waiting Is first goal of 
9140,000,000 prelect 


The postwar telephone construction and 


improvement program already has started. It is a 
$140,000,000 program designed, first, to catch up 
with the demand for service, and second, to pro- 
vide telephone users with the most adequate and 
modern service possible in the years ahead. 


Service for waiting applicants 
We are making thousands of new telephones, hun- 
dreds of miles of cable and wire, and equipment to 
expand scores of central offices. As facilities become 
available, we are putting in telephones in proper 
turn for those waiting. 


New telephone instruments are being installed 


as rapidly as they arc delivered, and by the first of 
the year—or shortly thereafter—we shall be able 
to furnish service for those waiting in neighbor- 
hoods where there already is enough central office 
equipment and cable to connect their telephones. 


The slower; more complicated job of building 


and installing central office equipment, in the many 
towns where it is needed, is being pushed. A lot of 
progress will be made by the middle of 1946, and 
most of this job should be completed by the end of 
the year, 


Service will be even better 
Wh,en waiting customers have been served, the job 
of expanding the telephone system to provide the 
kind and, amount of service people want will get 
int9 full swing. These include individual lines <m4 
residence extensions. More equipment and the 
most modern devices also will be added. 


Hundreds of miles of long distance lines will be 


placed in underground cable, and steps will be 
taken to introduce in some places a system by 
which operators can dial telephones in distant 
cities. 


In the next five years, we plan to install 165,000 


new rural telephones, more than doubling the num- 
ber of farm telephones in this territory. 


The conversion of telephone exchanges from 


manual to dial telephones will be resumed. 


Mobile radiotelephoning — whereby drivers of 


busses, trucks, and automobiles can talk through, 
the central telephone system—will be developed,

How much more painful it 
must be to have a golden crown 
snatched away, and with it all the 
adulation that follows royalty. Still, 
while one understands the feelings 
of these regal have-nots, your col- 
umnist ventures to suggest 
that 
the changes may be stymptomatic 
of an awakening of the 
largely 
backward Balkans. 


I've spent considerable time in 
that part of Europe, and my ob- 
servation has been that most —not 
all — of the thrones were superim- 
posed on a feudal system which 
has survived through the centuries. 
This isn't necessarily a reproach 


to the king, excepting 
that 
he 
might have used his 
power 
to 


change an evil system of serfdom. 
The sins of the modern 
Balkan 
kings have been largely those of 
omission rather than commission; 


If the upsetting of the Balkan 
thrones means that the feudal sys- 
tem is on its way out, and that a 
real democracy may in due course 
be found, then there 
seems no 
cause to weep. 


The king should have seen the 


writing on the wall and made the 
changes themselves.

I have taken the local ex- 
amination several times 
but

ways have failed to

the 


local board of electrical examiners 
thai I am an electrician. The board 
consists of old-time local electrical 
contractors. According to the local 
ordinance these thieves can ask 
any 
questions 
and 
grade 
Ihe 
papers as they wish. They 
have 


been doing this for twenty years. 
I have lied in this county 23 years 
but my 
record 
and 
reputation 
mean nothing when it comes 
to 


getting a master electrician's 
li- 
cense, although I have a state li- 
cense to dp electrical contracting 
anywhere in California. Even the 
city has issued me a certificate o 
competency proving that the city 
believes I know how to use lools 
and do as the city code says. Bui 
the examiners exercise their righl 
to make the examination so hard 
that nobody can pass." 


I can affirm thai the best elec- 
trician in the United States could 
be stumped by the crooks compos- 
ing practically all of such examin- 
ing boards, because they may ask 
such questions as "how 
high is 


up?" and there is no reviewing 
authority to smash an outright con- 
spiracy to exclude new 
contrac- 
tors. In a similar situalion a slale 
law compels doctors enlering Ari- 
zona from olher states to take a 
stiff examination in stuff that most 
fresh medical graduates could pass 
bul which mosl doctors forget after 
a few years, and thereby excludes 
good men from competing with the 
eslablished medical gang in a state 
which has probably the grealesl 
need of additional doctors, 
and 
good ones, ancj whose present com- 
plement are, on the average, about 
the worst in the country. Some doc- 
tors now on the ground thorough- 
ly agree lhal Ihese eslimales of 
the siluation are correct and most 
of the victims of the racket in the 
coming years will be sick war vet- 
erans. 


To return to the housing crisis 
and the rackets which are making 
t worse day by day, however, I 
would emphasize that Ihe 
local 
contractors, greedy and brutal as 
they are in their ruthless robbery 
of their neighbors by these crooked 
monopolies, are neilher alone in 
heir rackel nor the 
most 
con- 
emplible of Ihe rascals involved 
The worst are 
Ihe 
respeclable 
nanufaclurers 
and 
dealers 
in 


juilding supplies. They have been 
xibbing Ihe people for years in a 
lidden but arrogant hold-up where- 
by they add 
20 percent, 
some 
nore, some a lillle less, lo the 
price of plumbing articles, electri- 
cal supplies, wallpaper and other 
naterials and turn it over to the 
conlractors on the jobs. 


Because these are such vicious 
obberies and because thc 
effect 
low is to deny new homes or even 
'airly civilized quarters to mil- 
ions of Americans, I intend to pur- 
ue this subject.
